omissions or commissions of his own 
-which may be pointed at. He must 
be able on general piiuciples to preach 
at mankind, and point out their fail- 
ings and not be in a position to have 
the finser pointed at himself with re- 
mark.

The minister above all 
others are those who are presumed to 
be most obedient to the law. Yet we 
have found from the records in the 
court house of this county a good 
one on the preacher.

There are about two dozen people 


living in this county supposed to be 
joined in lawful wedlock' within the 
last five vears. yet if thev made au at- 
tempt to prove their marriage by the 
best evidence would find themselves 
in a hole. That is the official record 
at the office of the clerk of the courts 
would show that while licenses had 
been issued yet there was no record of 
the marriage. The best evidence of 
the marriage is not the certificate 
given the newly married but is the 
official record showing Jieease issued 
and the recorded return of the cere- 
mony. 


Arc the blushing bride* so irresistible 
that the ministers make promises and 
then do what lots of other mortals do 
in the matterof duties?, forget all about 
the certificate, until month.saltenvnrds 
it is fished out of some obscure corner.

If there are any reasons for delay in

should nut be humored. Cor it is for 
their own welfare ihut the certificate 
be recorded as ijuickly after the cere- 
mony as possible. In a recentdivorce 
c:i.-e" in this county the testimony 
showed that the husband tore up the 
certificate given him alter marriage, 
and when he had destroyed it insisted 
that ended the marriage. Now sup- 
pose the minister in such a case had 
neglected to return the certificate of 
marriage in such a case, the wife 
might have been placed in a terrible 
position, if she had had no other wit- 
nesses, to get such protection at law as 
she was entitled to. The minister 
oueht not to commit himself with 
promises when delay is asked for and 
theu forthwith send in the certificate.

The records show that this lack of 


obedience to the law on the part of the 
ministers is growing. The^marriage 
ducket record from Sept. 5. 1901 to 
Nov. 2*2, 1904 over three years, shows 
that thirteen records are imperfect 
because the officiating minister made 
no return of the performance ol" mar- 
riage ceremony. Of course it may be 
the fact iu one or more of the cases the 
parties disagreed after license was is- 
sued and no marriage was performed 
and therefore no certificate could be 
made. The larger number are how- 
ever known to have been actual mar- 
riages.

This record of the ministers is a 


growing one because while in the more 
than tnree years above noted there are 
thirteen omissions of minister's cer- 
tificates, iu the period from Jan. 1. 
190-5 to July 1, 1906. one year aud a 
half there are fourteen omissions. Xow 
gentlemen of the clergy hold up your 
hands and confess that you are twice 
as bad in the last IS months than you 
had been in the preceding36 months. 
Seriously gentlemen of the cloth, this 
is uo joke, out of o42 marriages in IS 
mouths, there should not be one im- 
perfect record of a marriage and in- 
stead there are 14. for all of these can 
be recognized as actual marriages and 
are not certificates issued which were 
uot made good. 


SHAVE WITH HOT STEEL.

ble advice is how to do away with 
shaving paper entirely and at the same 
time improve the cutting quality of the 
razor's edge. 
Nine men c^it of ten 


shave themselves in a room where 
there is running hot water. Now. the 
way to get a most gratifying result is 
this: Lather thickly and well and let it 
remain,on the face half a minute be- 
fore you begin to shave. If you have 
time wash it off. for with it will come 
the grit and dirt that you have loosen- 
ed up in the pores of the skin, and then 
apply a second coat. It will be as soft. 
smooth and clean as new velvet. 


"Now turn on the hot water faucet 


and let it ran. Hold the razor under 
the stream until it is heated. 
Then 


take a slanting, or diagonal jStroke. like 
a farmer does with a scythe, not a 
square pull, and you will be amazed to 
find how beautifully and easily the hot 
blade cuts the beard. 


"When it is filled with lather hold it 


under the running hat water instead of 
using shaving paper. This will wa«h 
off the lather and at the same time 
heat the bkide again. Don't be afraid 
of t.iking out the temper. That would 
be impossible if you put the razor in a 
kettle and boiled it. Try the hot blade 
and you'll never shave with the cold 
steel a sain."'—New York World.

The wind bell, as it? name implies. 


is made to ring by the action of the j 
wind—in fact, the wind bell is not a 
bell at all. strictly speaking, but a con- 
trivance composed of a number of 
pendants suspended in a circle from a 
ring and. hung close together so that 
they will come into contact arid pro- 
duce sounds when -swayed by the 


Some wind bells produce sounds that 


are pleasing and musical. Some are 
made- with glass pendants, some with 
pendants of metal; sorae are very 
small and simple in construction, oth- 
ers are large and massive and elabo- 
rate. 


Tlie original home of the wind bell is 


Japan. In its simplest form it is com- 
posed of a number of narrow strips of 
glass, perhaps sis inches in length. 
si:spc:ided length-wise from a wire 
rii'.z about two inches in diameter. 
Within the circle formed by the strips 
thus suspenued is hung by one corner 
a little square piece of glass halfway 
down the length of the long strips. The 
strips and the square piece ornament- 
ed with various Japanese characters 
and designs. This wind bell may be 
hung up. wherever a breeze will strike 
It and blow the strips into contact with 
one another and with the square sus- 
pended among them.—Detroit News- 
Tribune.
